Hello Ed, 


I almost hate to tell you this after all your hard work testing in the lab. 
I have been using ribbon cable/flat computer cable feedlines regularly for 
the past ten months. Results on the air have been good. 


The current issue of QRPp has a reprint of the "St. Louis Doublet". The 
example described in the article is a 10-40M version and uses the flat cable 
feedline. The SLD is based on the G5RV concept and mechanical dimensions. 
The antenna also works just fine as a classic tuned doublet with continuous 
flat cable feedline. 


The SLD came about because I wanted a horizontally polarized portable 
antenna that could be held aloft gracefully by the SD-20 collapsible pole, 
i.e. at 20' and not 16-17' after the fiberglass bends over under the load! 
The antenna is a practical alternative to portable verticals and their 
companion radial systems. 


The operative word for the SLD is "portable" which can be construed to mean 
packaging may take preference over absolute maximum performance. Thanks to 
the SD-20 pole the antenna erects almost anywhere in a few minutes. My 
typical portable installation is a shallow inverted-vee. 


Twinlead, zipcord and even speaker cord feedlines are usually too heavy for 
the SD-20 xafter*x a horizontal radiator is added. Two parallel conductors of 
flat cable were a last resort and fortunately they worked. A special 
low-profile feedpoint assembly based on a safety fishing swivel helps the 
SLD minimize overhead weight. 


I experimented using two shorted flat cable conductors for the SLD flat-top. 
On the plus side the additional web material makes them relatively strong 
for their size and weight. But, the combination adds sail area and that is a 
potential problem with longer horizontal wires suspended from the SD-20 in 
gusty conditions. 


Not being a very technical ham my approach to new antennas is to first build 
them and then evaluate on the air. My final acceptance test is one hundred 
CW contacts at one watt followed by a subjective evaluation. Emphasis on 
40M, then 30M and finally 20M. The prototype SLD is okay on all design bands 
and meets my expectations. If it hadn't I would have only been out a couple 
of bucks for materials. Besides that antennas are my "other hobby" and this 
really was a fun project. 


I have been using flat computer cable for several years in antenna 
applications. First, for "St. Louis Radials" and then for the the loaded 
radiator of the "St. Louis Express" vertical. The very speedy set-up & 
take-down qualities of the SLX/SLR combination still make it my antenna of 
choice for short-term portable operating. But, the SLD is a nice option to 
have available if I have the time to spend afield. 


Anyway, this is my opinion of flat computer cable feedline based on actual 
operating experience. I have an SLD for 10-40M installed in the backyard now 
and under test. The feedpoint is at 28' with the help of a 8' pvc riser. 
Even buried in trees the antenna is doing a decent job. I'm on 7.040, 10.116 
or 14.060 most evenings running one watt with this setup. 


Hoping a few folks will give an SLD at try after reading the QRPp article.

Please don't think that the loop has to be high in the air 
to work. For several years my horizontal delta loop, 

55 feet on a side and fed with a short length of 450 

Ohm ladder line, was mounted at 11.5 feet off the ground. 
I chose this size loop for some gain on 40 meters. 

Another local amateur said it should be at 22 to 24 feet 
high for 40 meters. I used this antenna when I was NCS 
for the Hawaii Afternoon Net.

The St. Louis Loop (SLL) is a low elevation 3/4 WL loop, in a delta 
configuration, 2 of the corners are at 6 ft. up and the feedpoint 
at the 3rd corner is at 18 to 20 feet up. Fed with twinlead this 
is a 40 thru 10 meter ether scorcher. The loop length is 100 

feet and the feedline needs to be a minimum of 20 feet for the 
loading.

The FT-7 will run up to 
10 watts PEP and 5 watts CW output. The FT-7B will run 50 watts out 
on SSB and the control is variable. The B has full 10 meters while 
the -7 only has one 500 khz slice unless you do a mod (QRP Quarterly).

I have just completed building my 2n2/40 rig. Just putting the final 
touches on it before doing final power up. I know the VFO 
oscillates, but have not applied power to any of the other sections 
yet. 


Just a couple of questions/comments. 


1) TC-3 is not shown in the VFO construction pictorial but it is in the 
schematic. I assume it is a misprint in the pictorial and it is 
required. Right? 


2) C67 is shown in the parts list, but I cannot find it in the 
schematic. It is Item 59 in the parts list. The quantity of 4.7 uf 
capacitors is listed as 2, but there are 3 parts including C67. 

I assume this means that C67 is not actually needed. 


3) C68 is also shown on the parts list, but I can't find it in the schematic. 
Item 54. Quantity of .01 uf capacitors is listed as 11, but there 
are 12 capacitors listed, includeing C68. I assume this means 
C68 is not actually needed. 


This rig was really fun to build; however, now that it is done I feel like 
starting all over again. Some of my pads were not placed correctly so 
some of the parts got really crowded, as in the output of the audio 
amplifier. I hope there are no problems in these areas, because I 

would have an extremely difficult time getting at the pads to replace 

a part in there. It is getting much easier now that I have had a little 
experience with this method. I did my board from scratch. I cut a 

5" x 7 " PC board, marked off the 8 sections with a marker, and glued 

the pads down according to the picture on page 13. Obviously I should 
have been more careful at this stage. 


By the way, I am using quite tiny pads, from one of the new-style 

ADEL Nibblers. The pads are only about 3/32" by 9/32", but I 

was able to get all the connections on them. I glued the pads to the 
board with "SUPER JET" medium viscosity, cyanoacrylate glue. 

I held each pad in place with an exacto knife for a few seconds and 

then they were solid. I let them cure for a few hours, and then cleaned 
up around the pads to make sure the ground connections would 

be OK. I tinned all the pads before starting to place the parts. 


When tinning the pads, I found many of the pads had a little super 

glue on the copper surface. This was not easy to see, but the solder 
would not stick, of course. I found that I could easily remove the super 
glue from the pads by heating them with the soldering iron and then 
scraping the residue off. The super glue got to be a kind of "gunky" 
(technical term!) on top. Then it was easy to scrape off with an exacto 
knife. You really have to try it to see what I mean. After this, the 
pads were easy to tin. 


I really like this building style. 
There are a lot of torroids to wind !!! 
Now I am very anxious to see how it works.

I had an 80M fullwave loop up for a while. It varied in height with the max 
being about 20'. It was roughly pentagonal, taking advantage of trees on my 
lot. I used some 12 ga stranded wire I picked up at a surplus joint ($5 for 
1000'). I fed it with ladder line and an old Johnson Matchbox. It worked 
great! I used it mainly on 40M & 20M but it would load on all bands except 
160M. Only reason I don't still have it is that a couple of the trees blew 
down a couple years ago in a big wind storm (one right square into my pool 
but that's another story). If you have the space and a few bucks worth of 
wire it's definitely worth a try. Hmmm...come to think of it, I still have 
a few hundred feet of that wire left, and I think I might be able to hang a 
4OM delta loop......

Just as Elecraft s K2 represents a paradigm shift for multiband transceiver 
kits, the digitally-tuned DSW-40, a 40-m Superhet Transceiver Kit sold by 
Small Wonder Labs, 80 East Robbins Avenue, Newington, Connecticut 06111, 
sets a new pace for basic monoband QRP CW rigs. I don t know whether Dave 
Benson, NN1G, designed it that way deliberately, but in fact he has produced 
the perfect simple monoband rig for blind radio amateurs. Except for the 
stupendously beautiful optional blue anodized enclosure built by Doug Hauff, 
KE6RIE, the rig gives no visual feedback. You operate this rig strictly by 
sound and by feel. The rig covers all of the 40-m band and more. The only 
frequency limitations are governed by the filters, not the digital 
circuitry. 


I built the rig in just a few hours with only two glitches. First, I 
installed jacks 1, 2 and 3 facing west instead of east. I should have 


remembered that the kit comes from New England, after all! Second, my 
soldering overheated the subminiature momentary switch used to control keyer 
functions, making it inoperative. A quick bicycle trip to Radio Shack 
yielded a pair of replacements for $2.39 plus a contribution to the governor 
of the great state of Washington. 


The rig puts out a solid 2 watts of RF. In my first QSO with K7ZPE in the 
Idaho panhandle, Art described the CW as "A1." He complained about QRM on 
me. I wasn t bothered by it at all. My impression is that the receiver 
filter is fairly broad, but it does have a very marked peak around 800 Hz, 
the value of the sidetone and CW offset. Small Wonders Labs specifies the 
-6 dB bandwidth for the 3-crystal IF filter as about 500 Hz. I heard other 
stations off frequency, but at much reduced volume. The QSK is a smooth as 
anything Ten-Tec has produced. The manual says: "The unwanted sideband 
image is down about 50 dB at the audio chain s 800 Hz peak response 
frequency." Indeed, I could just barely hear an extremely strong local 
station on the wrong sideband. 


The shaft-encoder used to tune the rig took a couple of minutes to get used 
to, but it actually works very well. It rotates in discrete tactual steps 
in two ranges: 200 Hz and 50 Hz. The wider steps sound a little strange on 
the first try, warbling received CW notes by those big jumps. However, it 
allows the operator to cover a lot a spectrum quickly without missing CW 
stations. The 50 Hz steps sound almost as smooth as an analog VFO, and I 
switched to that slower option once I got to the part of the band where I 
wanted to operate. The RIT works only in 50 Hz steps, and has no stop 
limits, so this simple rig can operate split for DXing. 


By the way, the DSW-40 defaults to 7040 kHz, the North American QRP meeting 
place, every time you turn on the radio. Oh, and you do that by turning on 
your power supply or plugging in your battery. The custom enclosure version 
includes no on/off switch. 


Although the receiver is designed to drive headphones, an external 8-ohm 
speaker works acceptably by increasing the volume control. I found the 
audio in my earphones a bit too loud at minimal volume for some strong 
signals. The schematic specifies a 5-kilohm linear taper pot, but a 
1-kilohm pot was supplied with the custom enclosure kit. I may trade it for 
a 5-kilohm one. 


The keyer control menu allows you to regulate the CW speed between 5 and 50 
WPM. You can reverse the dit and dah paddles. You can send a steady 
full-power carrier. You can also convert the paddle input to "straight key" 
mode for brass pounding or to plug in an external keyer. The internal keyer 
seems to mimic Curtis mode B, which happens to be my preference. 


I got this radio basically as a backpacking rig, but it operates so well, 
I m sure I 11 put in a lot of hours with it at the home station. Its 


definitely a keeper.

All, 


When I moved to my current QTH I was unable to put up a beam for two years for 
various reasons (just got one up last fall) 


I installed an 80M horizontal loop. It is 24 feet high at the NE and SE corners, 
19 feet high at the SW corner and only 10 feet at the NW corner. I feed it in the 
SW corner with parallel wires running down a painted 2x4 mast. I feed through the 
shack walls with threaded rod, and run 450-ohm window line from the rod s to my 
MFJ tuner. 


Before erecting this antenna, I was not a fan of 40 meters, having always used 
rather noisy antennas that always seemed to underperform. Now, I love 40 meters! 
This antenna is perhaps inferior to the same antenna which is perfectly horizontal 


and higher up. But it outperforms anything horizontal I had used in the past. I 
can work Europe and the south Pacific with it quite comfortably. 


On 20 meters, the thing has a nice lobe into Europe! In fact, it does quite well 
compared to my TA33 at 27 feet. If you run EZNEC on a corner fed loop antenna (I 
have) you find that an 80-M corner fed square loop with the sides rinning north/ 
south and east/west, operated on 20M, has a 4-leaf-clover pattern with significant 
gain along the NE, SE, SW andNW axes. 


I would highly recommend feeding the thing with balanced line to a tuner. Coax 
feed works but is much lossier and destroys the balance which makes this antenna 
such a great choice, and makes it harder to tune.

In the quest to find a decent, simple, no tuner required, 40/20 
antenna for field use, last night I tried a trap dipole and this one 
shows promise. Interesting that I don't belive I've seen any 
discussion about trap dipoles here on the list. 


Used the dimentions and trap values shown on page 7-11 of the 15th 
ARRL Antenna book. Didn't have any coil stock or 27 pfd high voltage 
caps, so wound the coil with #22 TFE wire on a 1" id PVC tube (11 
turns for 4.7 uhy) and used about 13" of RG-59/U for the cap (27 pfd) 
Just let the coax cap hang down from the coil. 


Once in the air, the near 1:1 SWR was in the phone portion of the 40 
and 20 M band. Adding about a foot of wire to the ends brought the 
SWR down to about 1: 1.2 in the CW portion for both bands. Wire 
lenghts are now 16' 8" for center piece, 11' 6" end piece. 


The antenna is about 10 ft shorter than a 1/2 wave 40 dipole, due 
to the loading effect of the traps. That will help in the field. No 
tuner needed, instant QSY between 40 and 20, I like that. Need to 
play with it some more, but we might have a winner here :-) 


Oh, this is suppost to be a four band antenna, 40, 20, 15 and 10. 
haven't tried it on 10, but the SWR is like 6:1 on 15, so something 
might be amiss about it.

My first rig as a novice was a Heath DX-40. I had 3 xtals in the middle of 
the 40 meter novice band. I received with my Drake R-4B. I'd switch to one 
of the xtals (such as 7130 for example), tune around a bit with the receiver 
and if I heard no CQs close by, I called CQ. I stayed on one of those spots 
and called CQ, or answered one, and made scores of contacts. 


A little later I got the matching xmtr for the Drake, the T-4XB. Now I 
could tranceive with the VFO all over the band or bands. I spent so much 
time running around the bands, listening and trying to pick a "good spot" or 
looking for God knows what, that I made far fewer contacts than when I was 
forced to sit in one spot and call for contacts. 


I'm going to get that old DX-40 back on the air soon, with just those xtals.

Hi gang. It seems in all the Radio Direction Finding 
literiture I find this statement: 

"A goniometer consists of two fixed coils at 
right angles to eachother and with a rotatable 
coupling coil in the middle. While the system might 
have possibilities for an amateur RDF application, 
construction of suitable coils would be difficult." 


Hmmm. Like we don't have time to do it and do it 
right? 


It seems more that construction information for the 
three-coil goniometer is rare and perhaps construction 
information is unavailable for it. Especially HF bands? 


We aren't talking about the motorized goniometer with 

a moving armature sampling sectors or individual antennas 
in a wullenwebber. I'm talking 4, 6, or 8 antennas in 

an adcock array and coil-winding information for the 
three coils. I think the two and 4 antenna adcocks use 
two coils rotated 90 degrees with the third, pickup coil 
rotated by hand (possibly machine).

Hi gang. It seems in all the Radio Direction Finding 
literiture I find this statement: 

"A goniometer consists of two fixed coils at 
right angles to eachother and with a rotatable 
coupling coil in the middle. While the system might 
have possibilities for an amateur RDF application, 
construction of suitable coils would be difficult." 


Hmmm. Like we don't have time to do it and do it 
right? 


It seems more that construction information for the 
three-coil goniometer is rare and perhaps construction 
information is unavailable for it. Especially HF bands? 


We aren't talking about the motorized goniometer with 

a moving armature sampling sectors or individual antennas 
in a wullenwebber. I'm talking 4, 6, or 8 antennas in 

an adcock array and coil-winding information for the 
three coils. I think the two and 4 antenna adcocks use 
two coils rotated 90 degrees with the third, pickup coil 
rotated by hand (possibly machine). 


I have one great friend checking his archives. Anyone 
else out there with a goldmine of information on HF 
adcock design including the 3 coil goniometer?

This sort of thing is not confined to RS in US, we have Tandy here too. 
Almost all these places have some sort of general training program, but 
it is geared to selling the items that bring in the best profit to the 
company, which after all is why they are there on your High Street. 


If you want expert help, you've generally got to find an expert and 
pay for his or her knowledge now-a-days, except for here on the list, that 
is (obQRP link and grovel!). 


Do you really expect some poor kid on a Saturday or after-school number 
in Safeway to know how they harvest the beans and bake them in Boston 
when you buy a tin? Or the secret formula (!) for Coke? Of course not, 
you pays your money and takes your choice. Same at RS/Tandy, which is 
very much now a consumer electronics conveneience store. 


And just as Safeway mostly has an "exotic" deli section with the weirdo 
stuff (Andean Badger soup, or Haggis ratatuille a la Nils and Mel), so 
your local RS/Tandy or CompUSA might have the extra bit you need, just 
when you need it!

Since most of the world uses 24 hr 
clocks for general time-keeping, and only US and UK territories persist 
with 12hr formats, this is also correct, and most clocks have 24hr 
capable circuits.

Hi Guys, 


I have no "written in stone" preference. I don't mind waiting for the cheque 


to clear if necessary. There are cases where a M.O. or C.0.D. is the best 
way to do it. As long as both parties agree on the terms, no big deal. 


As for cheques sent north of the border, my experience is that the financial 
institution I deal with does not charge anything to cash (deposit) a US 
cheque. They actually have a chequing account in US dollars and have never 
charged me any fees, except for printing a chequebook. This is the only 
reason why I normally send a cheque in US funds when "plastic" is not an 
option. 


My experience shows that most of the problems occur with the postal 
services, be it lost shipment or long delays in delivery. I will always try 
airmail insured first. 


As for dealing with people on the list, I only have good things to say. I 
have had cases where the item was sent and received before my cheque could 
have been cashed or even reached its destination. I "hate" these cases, it 
adds more "tension" to the deal, as you have to make sure the cheque arrives 
in a timely manner as not to give the impression that you are a "dead beat".
